FIRE IN THE LUMBER DISTRICT. 


A Sash, Door, and Blind Factory Badly 
Damaged—Some Narrow Escapes. 

Another fire in the lumber ‘istrict did dam- 
age to the extent of about $20,000 last evening 
and it was only owing to the efforts of the 
firemen that the damage was as small as that. 
The blaze. which started in the rear of A. 
Holpuch’s sash, door, and blind factory on 
Throop street, at the corner of Nineteenth, 
was discovered by Mr. Holpuch and immedi- 
ately afterward Sergt. Maloney of the Canal- 
port Avenue Station sext in an alarm, 

The flames gained with alarming rapidity, 
having thousands of feet of dry lumber to 
feed upon, and it was before long a question 
of saving the buildings adjoining. A “2-11” 
alarm was sent in shortly after the flames be- 
gan to gain headway, and was soon followed 
bya ‘**3-11.” Though Chief Swenie had a 
larger force on hand the work-of the firemen 
was terribly hampered by the dense volumes 
ofsmoke that poured from the roof, doors, 
and windows. Fears were entertained at one 
time that the firemen would be unable to con- 
fine the flames to Houlpuch’s factory, and, as 
the aistrict has a number of lumber-yards 
and factories within asmall radius, the con- 
sequences would have. been serious had it 
spread further. 

The Holpuch factory occupies the three lots 
at Nos. 653, 655, and 657 Threop street, having 
a frontage 6f 75 feet and running back to the 
alley 125 feet. ‘“* The building is a substantial 
brick sfructure. On one sideof the factory 
and 20 feet back of Throop street was the 


three-story and basement brick structure. 


oceupied by the J. A. Blaha button factory. 
The damage to the building was merely 
nominal. J. A. Blaha estimates his loss on 


the factory stock at $600, with $400 insurance. - 


In front of and adjacent to the button factory 
isthe residence of Mrs. Mary Lidna, The 
damage done by water to the furniture in 
Mrs. Lidnha’s residence is estimated at $200. 

In the shed behind the factory were ‘five 
horses, and Mr. Holpuch made an effort to 
save them. . His shoes were burned aimost off 
his feet and portions of his body were bliis- 
tered. He made a last effort, cut the halters, 
and fell blinded by the smoke just beyond the 
door. He was carried to the drug store on 
Blue Island avenue, and after having the burns 
dressed was taken to his home. , 

J. O"’Mera, one of the factory employés, had 
@ narrow. escape. He had placed a ladder 
against the building and climbed onto the 
iron roof- when he was overcome by 
the heat and dropped prostrate on the 
roof. He recovered consciousness and 
climbed oh his hands and knees 
to the edge of the roof. He attempted to 
cry out for help, but could not make himself 
heard, Sergt. Mahony saw

DISCREDITING A CHICAGO COMPANY. 


Massachusetts Prohibits an Lllinois Con- 
 ecen from Doing Business. 

Bostrox, Mass., Sept. 30.—[Special.]—The 
Board of Commissioners of Savings Banks 
has sent a communication to the Secretary of 
the Continental Investment and Loan com- 
pany of Chicago notifying it that it must re- 
frain from transacting business in this Com- 
monwealth until the law is complied with and 
permission of the board granted, Commis- 
sioner Chapin said to a reporter: | 

‘‘This compavy has never received permis- 
sion to do business in this State, and cannot 
do so until it has first deposited the sum of 
$25,000 with the Treasurer of the Common- 
wealth, in accordance with the law. Enough 
evidence has come to our knowledge to con- 
vince us that the company has not been doing 
a legitimate business. We understand that 
among other things it has offered subscribers 
of twenty-five shares a ticket to the World’s 
Fair of 1893. We have not been able to locate 
its place of business in this State, but as if is 
incorporated under the laws of the State of 
Illinois we have sent the letter of notification ' 
to its headquarters; Room 1007 Chamber of 
Commerce Building, Chicago, addressed to 
E. A. Summers, Secretary.”

The value of “he 
same property today ranges high in the mill- 
ions. Alanson Sweet, on the lookout for good 
things, selected a number of choice corner 
lots and paid for them. Records of some of 
the patents show that $80 was a fair price for 
some real desirable property. | 

Bought Valuable Down-Town Property. 

Sweet also invested in property outside of 
the school section. He purchased the corner 
lot on which the Briggs House stands, one of 
the lots on which the Commercial . Hotel is 
reared, and the lot now occupied by the Wa- 
verly Hotel, at Lake and Clark streets. 

Mrs. Sweet’s lawyers are now examining the 
records to find out just what property he did 
buy in the school tion. They will not be 
surprised to learn os he owned a quarter of 
the whole ‘territory.! So far the records show 
that Sweet prior 1835 owned the Brigys, 
Waverly, and Commiercial Hotel property, a 
portion of the ground covered ‘by the Dake 
bakery, and the big hansomn cab barns at 
Adams and Clinton streets, the property cov- 
ered by the shot tower and factury at Clinton 
and Lake streets, and two other pieces of 
down-town property which her attor- 
neys decline to describe. Demand 
for her dower interest has been made. 
One com romise, for which she received $900 
for a quiteclaim deed, has been made, and two 
suits have been brought. One petition is 
against W. W. Shaw and Caleb Marshall for 
her dower interest in the Dake bakery prop- 
erty, while the other is against Catherine B.

In 1835*Sweet began to sell his real estate. 
He sold many parcels of property in that year. 
The statutes covering dower in those times 
differed from “those of the present time. It 
was the duty of the officer taking re acknowl- 
edgment of the deeds that a wife, joing with 
her hasband in a deed, should be. nally 


ined apart from her husbands that the con- 
tents of the deed should be made known to 


her dower rights. The statute further provid- 
ed that all these things should be set forth in 
the certificate of the officer.

Sweet Meets with Reverses. 

After disposimg of his property here Mr. 
Sweet went to Wisconsin. In memory of his 
early services in that State his picture hangs 
in the State House at Madison. But fortune 
did ‘not follow him, and. he returned to IIli- 
nois with but little of riches left. April 18 of 
the present year he died in Chicago at the age 
of 87. years; His wife, haie and hearty at 75, 
survives him. She claims that she had not 
signed some of the deeds on which her _ hus- 
band’s property had been signed away, and 
knew that some of the others were defective. 
She retained Wilson & Zooky attorneys, to 
care for her claims for dower, which became 
effective after her husband’s death. The prop- 
erty referred to above was pointed out as 
some for which she had not. signed the deeds, 
or tor which the deeds, so far as her right of 
dower is concerned, are defective. The at- 
torneys made immediate demand, and of 
course the present holders-of the property 
prepared to fight Mrs. Sweet’s claims.

Sweet is well preserved, and, coming from a 
stock of long-lived ancestors, she may live for 
fifteen years. ‘ 
More Compromises Looked For, 

Lawyers who have examined:her claims say 
that litigation to secure delay until her dower 
ceases by death may prove too expensive, and 
that further compromises may be looked for. 
In every case in which she establishes her 
right to dower Mrs. Sweet will be entitled to 
one-third of the rental value of each bit, of 


property, exclusive of improvements. Attor- 
neys and abstract men say that, in their 
opinion, the half a dozen pieces 


of the property already in question will prove 
but a small proportion of the hoidmgs of 
Alanson Sweet, which were afterwards sold by 
him ana transferred on just such defective 
deeds as those which make the widow’s claim 
on the known lets.good and substantial. 

“‘ She claims enough already,” said one at- 
torney, “to give her an inicome of $26,000 a 
year at alow estimate.

There 
was a general, perfunctory sort of notice 
issued through the press that the lists were 
subject to inspection at the Election Commis- 
sioners’ office under the supervision of Clerk 
Twohig. No formal notice was served on the 
Republican committee, however.

BLAINE STILL IN HARNESS, 


He Is the Active Head of the State Depart- 
ment, Although Absent in Maine. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 28.—[New York 
Sun.]|—The political gossips in Washington 
point to the circumstances surrounding to- 
day’s White House conferences on Chilean af- 
fairs as an indication that Secretary Blaine 
has relinquished all control of State Depart- 
ment matters and that President Harrison is 
personally in charge of foreign affairs. In- 
deed, since the day that. Secretary Tracy was 
at Cape May and conveyed thence to Wash- 
ington the message froin the President to the 
State Department ordering Minister Egan to 
recognize the Congressional Junta it has 
been repeatedly stated that Blaine has dis- 
associated himself entirely from the affairs 
of his department. The fact is, however, that 
Mr. Blaine is in daily and hourly communica- 
tion with Assistant Secretary Wharton, and 
that at the conference today the Secretary’s 
opinion as to what action should be taken to 
protect Ainerican interests in Chile was com- 
municated by Mr. Wharton and accepted by 
the conference. There is no doubt, therefore, 
that whatever Mr. Blaine’s intentions are 
relative to the permanency of his Cabinet 
portfolio he is at present the active Secretary 
of State. Every day a big mail goes to him 
at Bar Harbor and every day a package from 


him is placed on Acting Secretary Wharton’s 
desk. _» Washmgton, however, every straw 


is eagerly caught up that can have any possi- 
ble bearing on Mr. Blaine’s future intentions, 
and thus it is that a really trivial incident 
has been seized upon as an indication that the 
Secretary does not mean to return to Wash- 
ington at all, but that he will spend the winter 
in Augusta. 

A few days ago the Blaines relinquished 
their pew in the Church of the Covenant, the 
Presbyterian house of worship on Connecticut 
avenue, that has come to be khiown as the Ad- 
ministration Church, because the President 
and a large number of government officials 
have pews there and attend services with more 
or less regularity. The Blaines having de- 
clined to rent their pew for another year leads 
to the belief that they will remain in Augusta. 
They will not miss their pew much, however, 
because they are not’ regular churchgoers, and 
their sittings were often more vacant than 
occupied during the winter season. 

Today’s conference led to a great many 
rumors, and before it became generally known 
that the situation in Chile was the subject of 
the consultation, various sensational stories 
were set afloat, and, strangely enough, all of 
them were connected in some way with the 
name of Mr. Blaine. An interesting piece of 
gossip, for which there was probably not the 
slightest foundation, was that. the Secretary of 
State had telegraphed that he would not re- 
turn to Washington, that therefore the 
conference which he arranged last spring with 
the Canadian representative on the subject of 
the trade relat:ons between the two countries 
had been declared off, necessitating a confer- 
ence of the President and his advisers as to 
what ought to be done. When these Cana- 
dian gentiemen came to Washington last 
spring Mr. Blaine put them off on the plea of 
illness, and another conference was arranged 
to meet during the second week in October. 
It is thought that Mr. Biaine will be on hand 
at that tume and signalize the return to his 
place as head of the State Department and 
the Cabinet by discussing Canadian affairs 
with Sir Charles Tupper and his colleagues.

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DISCUSSED MR. COOLEY. 


THE EX-ENGINEER’S RECORD CRITI- 
CISED BY A DRAINAGE TRUSTEE. 


His Failure in Exercising Proper Super- 
vision While in Office the Alleged Cause 
of Heavy Expense—Com missioner Hotz 
Indulges in Plain Language—His Re- 
marks Borne Out by the Records—How 
Alleged Impossibilities Were Quickly 
Accomplished. 


_ There was a meeting of the Drainage Board 
yesterday in which politics got slightly mixed 
with the business before that body. The 
Pennsylvania railroad company, replying to a 
communication from,Clerk Judge calling at- 
tention of the company to the board’s resolu- 
tions against’ railroad encroachment on the 
river, asked‘whether the board would permit 
the company to drive piling in the river at the 
Jackson street bridge, that it might construct 
a platform from the sliore to the center pier 
of the bridge, | 

Commissioner Hotz moved to refer the com- 
munication to the Engineer. | Comiissioner 
Altpeter wanted to refer it to the Engineer 
and Attorney. Mr. Wenter wanted to go 
further and wanted the opinion of the Attor- 
ney as to the rights of the railroad company 
under the contract with the city in relation to 
the construction of the Jackson street bridge. 

Chairman Prendergast asked Mr. Wenter 
to reduce his amendment or substitute to 
writing. But Mr, Wenter refused to do so, 
whereupon the Chairman chaffed him about 
the interest he was taking in the alleged rights 
of the railroad company and taunted him with 
not having the courage to act on _his first im- 
pulse. The communication was then referred 
to the Engineer and Attorney as suggested by 
Mr, Altpeter. 

Later on Mr. Hotz, Chairman of the Engi- 
neering comuinittee, reported back without. 
recommendation bills for damages to saplings 
in the vicinity of Willow Springs, done by the 
engineers during their surveys in that region 
in 1890. He had been* informed by the-pres- 
ent Engineer, Mr. Artingstall, that the dam- 
age could and should have been avoided had 
the engineer in charge of the survey (Mr. 
Cooley) exercised proper supervision over his 
force. As Mr. Cooley was now trying to 
break into the Drainage Board, he said, per- 
haps it would be a good thing to defer the 
consideration of the bills until after election. 
There was a possibility that he might be able 
to pass on these bills incurred through his 
negligence.’ The bills were referred, Messrs. 
Hotz, Gilmore, Altpeter, and Prendergast 
voting for reference; Messrs. Wenter and 
Russell against reference. 


Mr. Hotz Scores.Mr. Cooley. 


‘“*T hear it said,’”? Mr. Hotz remarked, * that 
Mr. Cooley resigned as Engineer of this dis- 
trict. That is not she fact. He was discharged 


_and for good reasons—incompetency, extrava- 


gance, and insubordination. There is an im- 
pression, and I don’t see how it can prevail, 
that had Mr. Cooley been Engineer until now 
our work would have been further advanced. 
Now, as a matter of fact, Mr. Cooley told us 
that the earliest date at which he could have 
the route napped out was the summer of 1892. 
He would not definitely promise us to have 
the route mapped out then. We could get no 
definite answer from him. He kept putting 
us off. He wotld not fix a time. 

‘**We finally had to get rid of him,” contin- 
ued Mr. Hotz. ‘Within three months there- 
atter the route to Summit was. mapped out. 


. Within eight months the whole route was out- 


lined, and our attorney kas the condemnation 
petition ready for filing this week and he is 
prepared to proceed to trial as soon as one of 
the Circuit Judges is ready to.hear the cases.”’ 

Dr. Gilmore, another one of the trustees, 
speaking of Mr. Cooley’s dilatory tactics suid: 
‘*Mr. Cooley was always theorizing and ex- 
perimenting. But this theorizing and experi- 
menting. were costing the taxpayers consider- 
able money. His pay-roll during the last 
month of his service, December, ran up to a 
high figure. The following month we were 
able to cut it down nearly one-half. We have 


‘gince further reduced it and yet we have de- 


termined the route which Mr, Cooley said 
when cornered, could not be determined until 
the summer of 1892.’” 


Borne Out by the Records. 


The records bear out the charges made 
against Mr. Cooley. At the meeting of July: 
1, 1890, soon after the Supreme Court had af- 
firmed the validity of the Drainage law and 
the election of the trustees, the following res- 
olution was passed: ~* 

Resolved, That tne Chief Engineer beauthor- 
ized to employ at once a force for preliminary op- 
erations as follows, and as many more as is neces- 
sary to prosecute the work with efficiency on the 
basis as here given, and report from week to week 
a list of employés appointed under authority of 
this resolution : 

wiee assistant engineers at $150 to $200 per 
montn. 

Four instrument men at $100 to $125 per month. 

Three draughtsmen at $75 to $150 per month. 

Three recorders at $60 to $100 pér month. 

Five rodmen at $50 to $75 per month. 

One record clerk at $100 to $125 per month. 

Three miscellaneous at $40 to $60 per month. 

As soon as this resolution was passed Mr. 
Cooley told the trustees he thought he could 
present a preliminary report as to the route 
between Chicago and Summit within 100 days 
from date. At the meeting of Sept. 6, sixty- 
six days after this promise, the trustees passed 
the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the engineer file such report 
gi the route to Summit) within thirty 

ays. 

Mr. Cooley’s reply to that was a ietter in 
which he said that “ the field surveys between 
the south fork and its branches will be con- 
cluded during the month of October.”’ This 
was dated Sept. 17. Regarding the completion 
of the surveys he said: ‘‘ Some property lines 
may require adjustment after that date,” that 
is after Oct. 31. But it was only the field sur- 
veys that he contemplated finishing. Here is 
a passage from his letter of Sept. 17, 1890: 

It is extremely desirable to increase the force to 


the largest useful limit, as all work postponed 
until next season will not be availed of antl 1302 
far 


for practical operations of construction. 
as work can be done this season it will greatly ex- 
pedite “practical operations. I urge, therefore, - 
that every means be provided that will facilitate 
operations and enable as muck ground to be cov- 
ered as possible during the remainder of the 
season. a 

I anticipate that the expenditures for Septem- 
ber will approach $10,000 and for the remaini 
months they may range in the vicinity of $15, 
per month. 

The Report Not Forthcoming. 

Mr. Cooley was allowed all the help he 
wanted, and yet that report locating the route 
to Summit was not forthcoming. Oct. 15 he 


wrote: : 

Gentlemen: [ am unable to file the report called 
for by resolution of Sept.9 atthistime. 1 had 
intended to lay before you at this meeting a com- 
munication in relation to this report. I have been 
unable to prepare this, as my time has been too 
fully occupied by the Committee on Engineering. 
I can lay this matter before the board by Friday 
if the board a. or at the a regular meet- 
ing of the board. Very respectfully, 
bee L. E. CooLey, Chiet Engineer. 

Nov. 7 the Engineer committee, which had 
inquired into the causes of delay, reported as 


follows: 

First, that the engineer acknowledges that he 
informed the board on or prior to July 1, 1890, that 
a report would be filed within 100 days from that 
time sufficiently complete to enable the board to 


‘locate the route of the main channel between the 


Chicago River and Summit, and that Sept. l3a 
statement confirmatory of the above was made by 
the committee to the engineer, he then promis- 
ing to file such a report by Oct. 15. No such re- 
port kas been filed and none is ready to be filed, 
and the nearest thing to fulfillment of that prom- 
ise that the committee can discover is that the 
engineer now promises to report, perhaps by 
Christmas and perhaps not for a considerable 
time thereafter. but even asto this report he 
states that it will not be sufficiently complete to 
enable the location of the route of the main chan- 
nel at the place indicated ; hence such a report as 
is now promised wowd be valueless. }

OPENING OF THE FRIENDSHIP HOTEL, 


A Place Where Workingmen May Live 
Cheaply—The Addresses Made. 

The Friendship Hotel for workingmen, 
Nos. 97 and 99 Clinton street, was formally 
opened last evening. Potted palms, ferns, 
and cut flowers, with festooned bunting, 
formed the office decorations. 

Six hundred workingmen were ranged about 
in the office when Senatcr Noonan advanced 
to the office rail and made a brief address, 
He argued that the enterprise set on foot by 
Messrs. Lammaris & Foyd was more than a 
business venture; that it was a practical 
payee gee He believed that in the build. 
ing of such houses lay the solution of many 
labor and social problems. 

The Rev. Alfred H. Henry made a sho 
talk commending the system adopted by the 
proprietors. There had been too much senti- 
mental charity and not enough practical char- 
ity, said Mr. Henry. Such an enterprise as 
this was a practical charity. It held out a 
helping hand to the deserving. It gave to the 
workingman the chance he was often deprived 
of—to find in industry a means, a comfort, 
There was no affinity between cleanliness and 
crime; it was in filth alone that crime grew in 
rank profusion. The Fnendship meant chea 
comforts and cleanliness, and would aff a 
every workinginan the means of living ‘re- 
spectably if he so desired. 

Proprietor Lammaris, the house physician, 
Dr. 'T. P. Shanahan, and the Rev. Mr Moller 
also made brief addresses. 

The Friendship Hotel building is a new 
seven-story -substantial brick structure with 
good architectural pretensions. The 540 
rooms fitted up on the six upper floors of the 
buildimg are intended for the accommodation 
of unmarried men from the ranksof me- 
chanics and laboring classes, Each room is 
intended for the accommodation of one guest, 
and each will be furnished with an oak bed-- 
stead with wire springs and moss mattresses, 
a table, and achair. The rooms are 6x6 feet 
in dimension, and are divided by partitions 
eight feet high. On the first floor is a hund- 
some office, reading-room, and library. No 
liquor or card playing is allowed in the hotel, 
but a room is set apart for players of chess, 
checkers, and dominoes. here is also a 
bathroom with six tubs free to all guests, a 
lunch-room and barber-shop. On the top 
floor is a hospital ward of two roomd under 
the supervision of the house physician. 
Rooms are ict at 15, 20, and 25 cents a night, 
or $1, $1.25, and $1.50 a week,
